'Obviously there ought to be a remedy for this 
momalous condition. The Manitoba Free Press is 
hopeful that if enough pressure be applied in the 
proper quarter, many persons will have a chance of 
cdlmg themselves Canadians when the next Federal 
census is taken in 1931. The matter came up ior 
diicusoion in the House of Commons at Ottawa re¬ 
cently and Hon. James Malcolm. Minister of I rade 
an- 1 Commerce, under whose department the Bureau 
of Statistics operates, gave an assurance that he I 
would discuss it with the Bureau before 1931. 

The issue was raised by Mr. Coote, of Alberta, 
who said that the census enumerators as a rule would 
not accept the answer that a person was a Canadian; 
they said he must be described as Scotch. Irish. Eng- 
Jish. German, Rulhentan, etc. Hon. Mr. Malcolm 
sa*d that this was quite correct, and that Mr. Coote 
could assist the Bureau of Statistics by furnishing a 
definition of what constitutes a Canadian. It was. 

J»e said, a difficult question. Mr. Coote cited his 
own caae. H» mother was bom in the Orkney 
Islands; he had an idea that his great-grandfather 
was bom in Ireland. Should he tell the census enum¬ 
erator that he was a Canadian , o r t hat he w as Scotch 
or Irish? Mr. Ward, of Manitoba, mentioned the 
case of Ruthenians. They wanted to say that they ! 
were Canadians, but the census man forced them to 
say that they were Ruthenians. Mr. Ross, of King¬ 
ston. said that no father or mother in Ontario, though 
Canadian-born, could register a child as a Canadian. 

For the sake of a few Chinese and Japanese, said Mr. 
Ross, all our records were wrong. It was a mistake 
to term a child Irish unless both parents were full- 
blooded Irish, Mr. Kaiser and Mr. Arthurs, two 
Ontario members, expressed the opinion that anyone 
bom in Canada should be entitled to list himself as a 
Canadian. They pressed that some action should i 
be taken before the next census.

aeroplane without a stop may not become a 
common practice for some little time yet; but recent 
events remind us that we need not be surprised al 
anything that takes place in the realm of aeronauti¬ 
cal science. Already an airman in France has flown 
at 278.48 miles an hour and now two United States 
civilian aviators have remained in the air continu- i 
ousJy for just a little more than fifty-one hours—prac¬ 
tically six hours longer than the previous record es¬ 
tablished by two French airmen a year or so ago.

Never, 
until the present Instance, did t.ha Canadian party 
in opposition sack, in the scaruh fof. poUUcal advan- 
tif©. to challenge the propriety nf Trlme Minister 
assuming the right, by virtue of his pBBltlBfb f-i 
speak for the people of Canada. In agreeing to the 
general statements and dvclaraUene put out- br each 
Conference. 

The Conference has never, of course, had the 
power to change Canadian law In the slightest par¬ 
ticular; hut It has noted from time to time stages 
In the evolution of Empire relationships which have 
revealed to the British peoples the road they were* 
taking and the progress they were making along this 
roUd. In the making of these revealing declarations. 
Cnnadlan print© ministers have always Ukdn a 
leading part; and they have In this carrleA-the tacit 
approval of the Canadian people as evidenced by the 
implied consent of Parliament. Mr. Guthrie has 
changed the procPdurk but not the result; Parliament 
by open vbte has now given Its approval to the Gov¬ 
ernment's participation In the conclusion# v of the 
Conference and rerorded Its agreement with the 
d «>i-la rat Ions and recommendations contained in the 
report. This is the lnescj|pable meaning of the vote 
la Parliament.

Economic problems are aggravated 
by difficulty In obtaining special 
buildings In communities already 
adequately provided with elementaly 
and high school facilities. "What 
does the wise superintendent do? He 
bides hi* time, develops public 
opinion through newspapers. Parent- 
teachers’ Associations and - every 
other body willing to aid. It will take 
years, somebody Will sweat blood, 
there must be lots of hard work. Take 
time, do not push and spoil things," 
he advised. * 

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S NEEDS 

Dr. Roberts pointed out that dif¬ 
fering communities have varying 
needs, the large cities, rural com¬ 
munities, or small cities cannot be 
best served by an identical system 
of schools. "I believe that, taken gen¬ 
era Itv, the six-year high school is 
going to' be the best for British 
Columbia, since most of 'the com¬ 
munities are small, as In Washlng- 
ton." ., - . 

Discussing administrative prob¬ 
lems Involved in the change, Dr. 
Roberts potnted to the overlapping 
between Junior and senior high school 
as a matter of first magnitude when 
the new system Is Ilrst Initiated. 
"We are going to cut out the ninth 
grade from University requirements, 
that Is our solution In Seattle,’’ he 
said. 

NORTHWEST TO FORE 

The most Important changes 
which are coming will be found In 
the curiicqlum now being hammered 
out In the Junior high schools. Dr. 
Roberts stated, the new movement 
for student participation In manage¬ 
ment of Schools finding Its chief 
centre in the Junior BTgtr schools. 
This work Is designed to train pupils 
to become good cttlxens during school 
years. 

Giving high praise to State Super¬ 
intendent Will. C. Wood and the 
■«>..! leaders of California, 
who have developed the newer 
theories of education. Dr. Roberts 
closed with the forecast "when these 
wonderful theories become of effect
